Won't Return to Republican Fold; } 


He Says In Ithaca. 


Bpectat to The New York Times. 

ITHACA, Oct. 22.—Col. Theodore 
Roosevelt, in @ speech here today, said 
that he never would return to the Re- 
publican Party. 

“I will never go back,” he said: 
“The party must come forward. Both 
old parties are at present reactionary."’ 

The Colonel's assertion was drawn out 
by Andrew D. ‘White, who sat in the 
wings.
